– 2016 – Work with recruited clinics to establish QI 
initiatives for improvement on 1 or more 
measures

– 2016 – Technical assistance for retrieval of patient 
level data



High Level Summary

• Initially recruited 33 MT PCMH clinics for TA

• Created reports and helped validate baseline 
data for 19 clinics

• Provided workflow and QI guidance based on 
baseline data with aims for improvement

• Transferred TA responsibilities for all FQHCs to 
the Primary Care Association on 1/6/2016

• Working with remaining 23 clinics on prep for 
data submission of 2015 data

2015 Reporting year Data

• A large part of the TA in 2015 was establishing 
and validating data based on the new 
guidance.

• Direct comparison to last years data will be 
apples/oranges

• CMS/PQRS DM measure has errors so DM 
data for 2015 may be incorrect



Group Education and Outreach

• Provided 2 MT PCMH specific webinars – open to all 
clinics:
– 10/19/15 – For all eCW users – demonstrated correct 

workflows in EHR to capture data and create reports for all 
MT PCMH measures.  Collaboration with Glacier Medical 
and MPCA.  29 clinics registered and 21 attended webinar.

– 12/8/15 – QI recommendations, tools and best practices 
for all MT PCMH measures.  Collaboration with DPHHS, St. 
Peters, South Hills Internal Medical Assoc. and Acorn 
Pediatrics.  49 clinics registered and 26 attended
